Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1950 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  -  of  the 
St  rood  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  present  herewith  my  twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  on  tie  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District*  for  the  year  1950. 


The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  under  the  Sanitary 
Officers'  Regulations  1935*  is  embodied  in  this  report. 

The  health  of  the  population  during  1950  has  been  satisfactory* 
there  have  been  no. epidemic  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness  and  for 
the  fourth  successive  year  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  Diphtheria  in 

the  area.  One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year, 
this  case  recovered. 

ihe  registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Rural 
District  ior  mid  1950*  of  20*620*  is  an  increase  of  570  over  the 
estimate  for  1949=. 


Jliere  Vl,ere  591  live  births  during  the  year*  giving  a  birth  rate 
o±  19.05*  which  compares  favourably  with  a  rate  of  15.8  for  England 
and  Wales*  although  the  number  of  births  in  the  area  again  shows  a 
decrease.  In  1949  there  were  417  births  and  in  1948*  457. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  the  assistance  given 
me  by  members  of  the  staff  and  the  interest  shown  by  Members  of  the 
Council  throughout  the  year.

CEMENT  HJST  NUISANCE. 

Arising  from  frequent  complaints,  a  conference  between 
representatives  of  the  District  Council,  the  Hailing  Parish  Council  and 
representatives  of  the  Rugby  Cement  Company  took  place.  The  Cement 
Company  was  represented  by  the  Manager,  Chief  Chemist,  Works  Foreman  and 
a  representative  from  his  office. 

The  chief  complaint  was  that  cement  dust  was  deposited  on  houses 
and  crops  in  the  North  Hailing  area  and  an  unpleasant  sulphur  smell  was 
prevalent  from  time  to  time.  The  Manager  explained  the  process  of 
cement  making  in  detail  and  the  steps  taken  to  prevent  the  emission  of 
cement  and  coal  dust.  It  was  estimated  that  the  chain  system  installed 
at  the  Works  provided  a  95 %  efficiency  of  dust  arrestment.  The  output 
of  cement  (mainly  for  export)  was  approximately  4000  tons  per  week. 

This  will  be  greatly  increased  when  the  new  kiln  is  in  operation. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  so  long  as  "this  production  continues 
in  this  area  the  irresistible  minimum  of  dust  emission  will  still  be  such 
as  to  give  cause  for  complaint.  The  management  complained  of  the 
unsatisfactory  type  of  coal  supplied  to  the  works,  which  in  their  opinion, 
was  the  cause  of  the  unpleasant  sulphur  smell. 

Frequent  visits  had  been  paid  by  the  Chief  Alkaline  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health, 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  report  by  the  Deputy  Chief 
Inspector  of  Alkali  etc.  Works,  s-  (Position  in  May,  1951) 

"It  is  appreciated  that  there  has  been  no  long  period 
of  dry  N.E.  wind  and  that  the  weather  has,  in  general,  been 
such  that  dust  accumulations  were  unlikely.  Nevertheless 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  programme 
outlined  although  steel  shortage  is  causing  delqys  not 
foreseen  at  the  time  the  schedule  was  mapped  out. 

Delays  consequent  on  the  steel  position  are  still  more 
to  be  regretted  in  that  evidence  is  accumulating  that  some 
electrical  precipitators  vdiich  it  was  hoped  would  operate 
without  major  overhaul  for  a  period  of  five  years  may  now  by 
reason  of  corrosion  of  metal  parts  have  to  have  such  overhaul 
within  three  years. 

There  have  also  been  delays  in  getting  deliveries  of 
wool  for  bag  filter  units  used  for  de-dusting  the  low  level 
emissions  from  grinding,  bagging  and  the  like. 


Cement  Dust  Nuisance  (continued). 

All  these  have  impeded  the  rate  or  progress,  tut 
have  not,  of  course,  stopped  it*  The  programme  of 
levelling  and  grassing  continues  with  gratifying  results 
especially  South  of  the  River  Thames. 

I  an  sorry  that  the  past  six  months  have  not  seen 
the  progress  hoped  for  but  the  reason  is,  I  am  convinced, 
solely  due  to  failure  to  obtain  deliveries  of  material, 
especially  steel.” 


WATER  SUPPLIES  „ 

Water  is  supplied  to  most  areas  in  the  Rural  District  by  the 
Mid  Kent  Water  Company  and  the  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water  Company. 

An  area  in  the  Parish  of  Shorne  comprising  11  houses  and  2  farms 
is  at  present  supplied  from  a  spring*  the  water  from  which  is  subject 
to  pollution  from  time  to  time*  This  supply  is  to  be  superseded  by 
water  from  a  new  main  pipe  to  be  laid  from  the  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo 
Company fs  main  at  the  top  of  Butcher’s  Hill,  Shorne,  This  improvement 
should  be  completed  by  August  1951* 

Some  isolated  properties  in  the  Parishes  of  Luddesdown  and  Meopham 
which  .are  not  situated  near  public  water  mains,  collect  and  store  rain¬ 
water  in  large  underground  tanks. 

The  sufficiency  of  the  public  supplies  is  satisfactory,  the  supplies 
are  constant  and  no  plumbo-solvency  is  present.  Samples  of  the  supplies 

were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  results  are  given 
hereunder?- 

Forty-fi  ve  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  County  Pathologist  for  examination.  Thirty— nine  samples 

showed  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality  and  fit  for 
drinking. 

Pour  samples  from  the  Kent  County  Council  private  supply  Shorne, 
were  not  of  excellent  quality  but  were  fit  for  drinking.  ’ 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  spring  supply  at  Randall 
Cottage,  Shorne,  proved  to  be  contaminated  and  unfit  for 
drinking.  The  spring  has  now  been  suitably  protected  to 
prevent  contaminating  material  falling  into  the  water  supply. 

A  sample  from  an  underground  rainwater  tank  at  The  Bungalow, 
Buckland,  Luddesdown,  was.,  contaminated.  This  dwelling 
is  not  now  used  for  living  in  and  the  water  in  the  tank, is 
therefore  not  used. 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 

for  examination.  All  samples  revealed  that  the  water  was  chemically  pure 
and  fit  for  drinking.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Main  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system  are  laid  in  the  Parishes  of 
Hailing,  Hoo  and  Isle  of  Grain,  with  oat  falls  into  the  River  Medway,  and 
the  Parish  of  Allhallows,  with  outfall  into  Yantlet  Creek  and  thence  into 
the  River  Thames.  Most  of  the  properties  situated  along  the  lines  of  the 
sewer  at  Hailing,  Allhallows  and  Grain  are  drained  thereto.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  connection  of  the  remaining  properties  at  Hoo,  and 
surveys  have  been  made  where  necessary  with  a  view  to  negotiations  being 
opened  with  the  owners. 

A  public  sewer  has  now  been  provided  for  the  Parish  of  Erindsbury 
Extra  with  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Whitewall  Creek,  the  treated  effluent 
entering  the  River  Medway  at  this  point.  Much  progress  has  been  made  with 
house  connections  in  this  parish  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  412  properties 
out  of  a  possible  approximate  number  of  500  had  been  connected. 

The  Council  have  now  given  notice  to  terminate  the  cesspool  emptying 
service  in  the  parts  of  Hoo  and.  Erindsbury  Extra  served  by  the  sewers  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  will  encourage  the  owners  of  the  outstanding  properties 
to  arrange  for  connection. 

The  main  sewer  from  Erindsbury  Extra  is  now  being  extended  to  the  Parishes 
of  Higham  and  Shorne. 

Plans  .are  now  being  prepared  for  alteration  .and  extension  to  the 
sewerage  scheme  in  Grain  to  deal  with  the  drainage  from  the  additional  houses 
being  erected  in  this  parish  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  Oil  Refinery. 
Properties  in  the  remainder  of  the  district  are  drained  to  cesspools  or 
private  sewage  treatment  plants  and  soakaways. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 

These  services  are  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Refuse  -  Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  whole  district  by  means  of 
two  Dennis  Barrier  loading  refuse  vehicles  and  one  Dennis  Paxit  rear-loading 
vehicle. 
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This  litter  vehicle  was  acquired  "by  the  Council  in  December  1950, 
and  is  proving  very  satisfactory.  The  additional  capacity  reduces 
journeys  to  the  tip  and  the  easily  accessible  hopper  and  hydraulic 
packing  ram  reduces  the  manual  labour  required. 

The  collection  programme  is  now  being  reorganised  to  suit  the 
extra  output  of  this  vehicle. 

Refuse  Disposal  -  Refuse  is  disposed  of  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  at  Cuxton 
by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  treated  with  insecticide 
regularly  during  the  summer  months  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies, 
crickets  and  other  insects,  and  immediate  action  is  taken  to  eradicate 
■any  infestation  of  the  tip  by  rats. 

Cesspool  and  Rail  Closet  Emptying.  -  Cesspools  are  emptied  in  all 
parishes  by  mean's  of  two  Demis  cesspool  emptying  vehicles,  the  contents 
being  discharged  into  the  public  sevi/ers  in  most  areas.  Pail  Closets  are 
emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Allhallows,  Hoo,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Stoke 
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The  undermentioned  table  summarizes  the  position  as  to  the  need 
for  houses  in  all  parts  of  the  Rural  District,  and  the  action  the 
Council  has  taken  and  is  taking  to  meet  such  needs. 
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EX- ARMY  CAMPS 

Up  the  the  end  of  1950,  4&0  camp  hats  were  being  used  as 
dwellings,  200  being  administered  by  the  District  Council,  94  by 
Northfleet  Urban  District  Council  and  166  by  the  Gravesend  Municipal 
Counc il. 

17  huts  were  demolished  as  unfit  during  1950,  3  by  the  District 
Council,  6  by  Northfleet  and  8  by  Gravesend, 

From  January  to  June  this  year,  Northfleet  Urban  District 
Council  has  demolished  a  further  22  huts  and  Gravesend,  24  huts. 

Many  of  the  existing  dwellings,  parti cularly  those  of  the 
nissen  hut  type  are  sub-standard  due  to  excessive  condensation  during 
inclement  weather  and  no  reasonable  alterations  can  be  carried  out 
to  eradicate  the  dampness, 

Vigo  Village. 

The  Council  has  had  little  trouble  with  the  huts  in  the  part 
of  the  Village  administered  by  them,  as  at  the  outset  the  policy  whic h 
was  adopted  was  only  to  adapt  those  huts  which  were  in  good  condition 
and  which  in  my  opinion  could  be  provided  easily  with  services  and 
could  be  maintained  at  a  reasonable  cost.  All  other  huts  were 
demolished  in  the  early  stages  to  avoid  them  becoming  occupied. 

As  ycu  are  no  doubt  aware,  this  Council  were  the  pioneers  in 
carrying  out  the  proper  wat erproof  ing  of  the  nissen  huts  and  generally 
this  waterproofing  has  proved  effective.  As  an  additional  safeguard 
all  huts  are  being  again  given  a  coat  of  protective  bitumen  emulsion 
next  spring  as  it  is  false  economy  to  allow,  the  fabric  to  deteriorate. 

Condensation  is  still  the  worst  defect  in  these  huts,  some  seem 
to  suffer  more  than  others  and  the  worst  have  been  demolished,

Mr,  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  Beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  department  for  the  year 

1950. 

Due  to  the  increasing  amount  of  labour  available  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  during  the  year  has  improved  and  no  statutory  action  was  found  to  Be 
necessary  to  secure  the  abatement  of  any  nuisances. 


Little  action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  Iras  Been  taken  except 
in  those  cases  where  occupiers  of  unfit  houses  have  Been  rehoused.  Until 
more  new  houses  are  available*  the  demolition  of  unfit  property  is  not  to  Be 
recommended  unless  they  are  totally  unfit  and  Become  vacant.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  a 
comprehensive  ambulance  service  throughout  the  County.  Other  than  in 
cases  of  accident  and  emergency,  no  ambulance  vail  be  provided,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor,  midwife,  hospital  or  District  Officer, 
and  for  the  provision  of  a  sitting-case  car  a  certificate  from  a  doctor  is 
necessary. 

To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulances  in  cases  of  accident  or 
emergency,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Post  Office  authorities 
for  such  calls  to  be  passed  automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire 
station,  the  staff  of  which  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  dealing  with 
the  emergency.  The  arrangement  will  not  -operate  where  direct  lines  exist 
between  public  call  boxes  and  ambulance  stations.

(a)  vehicles  provided  and  manned  by  the  County  Council, 

(b)  vehicles  operated  and  manned  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  British  Red  Cross  Society  acting 
as  agents  of  the  Council,  and 

(c)  sitting-case  care  provided  through  the  Hospital  Car 
Service  as  agents  of  the  Council.

HOME  NURSING-  SERVICE.
